No. JO/3/86-CS.II,—The rules for a competitive examina¬ 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 9187 for the purpose of tilling temporary vacancies in the 
following services/posts are published for general infomla* 
tlon : 


(i) Indian Foreign Service (B)—Grade II of the 

tenographers' cadre); 


(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers* Service 
Grade C (for inclusion in the Select List of the 
Grade); 


(iii) Central Secretariat Stenographers* Service—Grade 

C (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 


(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers* Service 
—Grade C; and 


(v) Posts of Stenographer in other departments/organi¬ 
sations and Attached Offices of the Government of 
India not participating in the I.F.S. (B)/Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenographers* Service/Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service /Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers* Service. 


1. A candidate may apply for admission to the examination 
in respect of any one or more of the services /posts mention¬ 
ed above. He may specify in his application as many of 
these Services/posts as he may wish to be considered for. 


Note L—Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services/posts, for which they 
wish to be cons Mere.d No request or alteration in the order 
of preferences for the Sericcs / posts for which he is com¬ 
peting, would be considered from a candidate unless the 
request for such alteration is received in the office of the 
LTnion Public Service Commission within 30 days of the date 
of publication of the result of the written examination In the 
Employment News* 


Note 2. —Some departments /offices of the Government of 
India making recruitment through this examination would 
require only English Stenographers and appointments to 
posts of Stenogiaphera in these departments/offices on the 
results of this examination will be made only from amongst 
those who are recommended by the Commission on the basis 
of the Written Test and Shorthand Test in English (c. f. para 
4 of Appendix I to the Rules). 


2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results 
of the examination will be ^oeciflcd in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made for candidates 
bel engine to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 


3. The exa-minatoin will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix T 
to the Rnles. 


The dates on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 


4* (1) A candidate must be either; 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January 1962 with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African countries 
of Konya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanza¬ 
nia, (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), Zambia, 
Malavi, Zaire. Ethiopia and Vietnam with the in¬ 
tention of permanently settling in India. 


Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c), 
(d) and (e) above shell bo a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government 
of India. 


Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 
(bL (c) and (d) above will not be eligible for appointment 
to the Indian Foreign Service (B)—(Grade TI of the Steno¬ 
graphers* Cadre). 


(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India. 


5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe shall be penmtted more than three at¬ 
tempts at the examination but this restriction shall be effec¬ 
tive from the examination held in 1962. 


Note 1 . —For the purpose of this rule, the examination 
will mean the Stenographers Examination, the Stenographers* 
(Released EC/SSC Officers and ex-servicemen) Examination 
and the Stenographers* (cx-serv r icemen) Examination. 


Note 2.—For the purpose of this rule a candidate shall 
be deemed to have made an attempt at the examination once 
for all the Services/poets covered by the examination, if he 
competes for any one or more of the Services/posts. 


Note 3.—A candidate shall be deemed to have made an 

attempt at the examination if he actually appears in any one 

or more subjects. 


Note 4.—Notwithstanding the disqualification /cancella¬ 
tion of candidature the fact of appearance of the candidate at 
the examination will count as an attempt. 


6. (A) A candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 18 years and must, not have attained 
the age of 25 years of 1st January, 1987 f.e he must have 
been bom not earlier than 2nd January, 1962 and not later 
than 1st January, 1969. 


(B) The upper age limit will be relaxable up to the age 
of 35 years in respect of persons who have been regularly 
appointed as Stenographers (Including Language Stenogra¬ 
phers) /Clerks/Steno-t/pists in the various Departments /Offi¬ 
ces of the Government of India including those under the 
Union Terri Tories Administrations or in the offices of the 
Flection Commission and the Central Vigilance Commission 
or In the Lok Sabha/Rajya Sabha Secretariat and have ren¬ 
dered not less than 3 years continuous service as Stenogra¬ 
pher (including Language Stenographer) /Clcrk/Steuo typist 
on 1st January, 1987 and continue to be so employed. 
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Provided that the above age relaxation will noi be avail¬ 
able to persons appointed as Stenographers on the basis of 
earlier examinations, held by the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission in :— 

(i) Ccnlial Secretariat Stenographers* Service Grad® C, 
or 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographer** Service 
Grade C, or 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) Grade n of the Steno¬ 
graphers’ Cadre, or 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers 7 Service 
Grade C. 

Note 1.—Service rendered by R.M.S., Sorters employed in 
Subordinate Officers or P. &T. Depth shall be treat¬ 
ed as service rendered in the grade of clerk for 
purpose of Rule 6(B) above. 

Note 2.—Service rendered by Service Clerks employed in 
Defence installations, shall not be counted for the 
purpose of Rule 6(B) above. 

(C) The upper age limit in all the above cases, will be 
further relaxable :— 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedule Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile East 
Pakistan (now Bangladesh) and had migrated to 
India during the period between 1st January, 1964 
and 25th March, 1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and Is also a bona fide displaced person from erst¬ 
while East Pakistan (now Bangladesh) and had 
migrated to India during the period between 1st 
January, 1964 and 25th March, 1971;

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services Personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed urea, and released as a consequence 
thereof and who belongs to the Schedule Castes or 
the Scheduled Tribes; 


(xii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate ii 
a bona fide i repatriate of Indian Origin (Indian 
Passport holder) as also a candidate holding emer¬ 
gency certificate issued to him by the Indian 
Embassy in Vietnam and who arrived in India from 
Vietnam not earlier than July 1975; 


(xii!) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedule Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
(Indian Passport holder) as also a candidate hold¬ 
ing emergency certificate issued to him by the 
Indian Embassy in Vietnam and who arrived In 
India from Vietnam not earlier than July 1975; 


(xiv) up to maximum of five years in the case of ex- 
servicement and Commissioned Officers including 
ECOs/SSCOs who have rendered at least five years 
Military Service as on 1st January 1987 and have 
been released (i) on completion of assignment (in¬ 
cluding those whose assignment is due to be comple¬ 
ted within six months from 1st January 1987) 
otherwise than by way of dismissal or discharge 
on account of misconduct or inefficiency, or (ii) on 
account of Physical disability attributable to Military 
Service or (iii) on invalidment; 


(xv) up to a maximum of ten years in the case of ex- 
servicemen and commissioned officers including 
ECOs/SSCOs who have rendered at least five years 
Military Service as on 1st January 1987 and have 
been released (i) on completion of assignment (in¬ 
cluding those whose assignment is due to be comple¬ 
ted within six months from 1st January 1987) other¬ 
wise than by way of dismissal or discharge on 
acount of misconduct or inefficiency (ii) or on ac¬ 
count of physical disability attributable to Military 
Service or (iii) on invalidment and who belongs to 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; 


(xvi) up to a maximum of three years if ;i candidate is 
a bona fide displace person from e:stv.nile West 
Pakistan and had migrated to India during the 
period between 1st January, 1971 and 31st March, 
1973; 


(xvii) up to a maximum of eight years If a candidate be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
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and is also a bona fide displaced person from erst¬ 
while West Pakistan and had migrated to India 
during the period between 1st January 1971 and 
31st March, 1973. 


(xviii) up to a maximum of six years, if a candidate has 
ordinarily resided in the State of Assam during the 
period from the first day of January, 1980 to the 
fifteenth day of August, 1985. 


(xix) up to a maximum of eleven years, if a candidate 
belongs to a Schedule Caste or Scheduled Tribe and 
has ordinarily resided in the State of Assam during 
the period from the first day of January, 1980 to 
the fifteenth day of August, 1985. 


Note Ex-Servicemen who have already joined Govern¬ 
ment job on the Civil side after availing of the 
benefits given to them as cx-serviceman for their 
re-employment, arc not eligible to the age con¬ 
cession under Rule 6(c) (xiv) & 6(c) (xv) 

above. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS PRES¬ 
CRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 


N.B.—(i) The candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 6(B) above shall be cancelled if after submitting his 
application he resigns from service or his services are termi¬ 
nated by his department cither before or after taking the 
examination, He will however, continue to the eligible if he 
is retrenched from the service or post after submitting his 
application. 


(ii) A stenographer (including language Stenographer) 
Clerk /Steno-typist who is on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority or who is 
transferred to another post but retains lien on the post from 
which he is transferred will be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination if otherwise eligible. 


7, Candidates must have passed the Matriculation examina¬ 
tion of any University incorporated by an Act of the Central 
or State Legislature in India or an examination held by a 
State Education Board at the end of the Secondary School 
Course, for the award of a School Leaving, Secondary School, 
High School or any other Certificate which is accepted by the 
Government of that State as equivalent to Matriculation 
certificate for entry into services,* 


Note L—A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him educationally qualified 
for the Commission’s examination but has not been informed 
of the result as also the candidate who intends to appear at 
such a qualifying examination will not be eligible for ad* 
mission to the Commission’s examination.

Note 2.—In exceptional cases the Commission may treat 
a candidate who has not any of the qualifications prescribed 
in this rule up educat ion ally qualified provided that he pos¬ 
sesses qualifications, the standard of which in the opinion 
of the Commission justifies his admission to the examination. 


8, All candidates in Government service, whether in a 
permanent or in temporary capacity or as work-charged 
employees, other than casual or daily-rated employees, or 
those serving under Public Enterprises, will be required to 
submit an undertaking that they have informed in writing, 
their Head of Office /Department that they have applied for 
this Examination. 


Candidates should note that in case a communication is 
received from their employer by the Commission with¬ 
holding permission to the candidates applying for /appearing 
at the examination, their applications shall be rejected /can¬ 
didature shall be cancelled. 


9. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final.

12. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to be guilty of :— 


(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any 
means, or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring Impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or douements 
which have been tampered with, or 


(v) making statements which are incorrect or false or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examin- 
nation, or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination; or 


(viii) writing irrelevant matter, Including obscene langu¬ 
age or pornographic matter, in the ecript(s) : or 


(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬ 
tion hall; or 

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employ¬ 
ed by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examination; or 


(xi) violating any of the instructions issued to candi¬ 
dates along with their Admission Certificates per¬ 
mitting them to take the examination; or 


(xii) attempting to commit or as the case may be abet¬ 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the forgoing clause* : 
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may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro¬ 
secution be liable— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred cither permanently or for a specified 
period— 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(c) if he is already in service under Government to 
disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 

Provided that no penalty under this rule shall be imposed 
except after :— 

(i) giving the candidate an opportunity of malting such 
representation in writing m he may wish to make 
in that behalf and. 

(ii) taking the representation, if any, submitted by the 
candidate, within the period allowed to him into 
consideration* 

13. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as desclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis¬ 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommend¬ 
ed for inclusion in the Select List of Grade C of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers' Service and Railway Board Secre¬ 
tariat Stenographers Service upto the required number and 
for appointment upto the number of unreserved vacancies 
on other Services/posts decided to be filled on the results of 
the examination. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or thr* Scheduled Tribes mav, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
cVel Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standri rd to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in the

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marrlnce Is permissible under the personal jaw appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there arc other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule 


18. A candidate must be in gpod mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the , Service* 
A candidate who after such medical examination as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed. Only such candi¬ 
dates as are likely to be considered for appointment will be 
medically examined. 


Note.— lit the case of disabled ex-Defence Services per¬ 
sonnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Board of the Defence Services will be considered 
adequate for the purpose of appointment.

General Knowledge ,—Some knowledge of the Constitution 
of India, Five Year, Plan, Indian History and Culture, general 
and economic geography of India, current events, everyday 
science and such matters of everyday observation a®, may 
be expected of an educated person. Candidates' answers are 
expected to show their intelligent understanding of the quei- 
tions and not detailed knowledge of any text book.

Scheme of Shorthand Tests 


The Shorthand Tests in English will comprise two dictation 
tests one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per miute for ten minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 45 and 50 minutes 
respectively.

4. The Council will meet periodically in areas in which 
spices are grown and at important centres of trade and jn- 
duty and will make recommendations to the Government of 
India. 

5. The Council will continue to function until it is abolish¬ 
ed by a Resolution of the Government. The term of the 
Chairman and other non-official members of the Council 
would be three years from the date on which they arc nomi¬ 
nated on the Council unless this period is curtailed or extend¬ 
er! by a specific order of the Government of India. 

6. The members of the Council who arc nominated from 
fimorc Members of Parliament will cease to be Mem hers of 
the Council as soon as they cease to be Members of Parlia¬ 
ment.

No. 47/7/84-FC.—The Ganga Flood Control Commission 
set up by the erstwhile Ministry of Irrigation and Power vide 
Resolution No. FC-47(3)/72 dated 18th April, 1972 and 
amended vide that Ministry’s Resolution No. FC-47(3)/72 
dated 30th May 1973, erstwhile Ministry of Agriculture and 
Irrigation (Department of Irrigation) Resolution No. FG- 
47(16)/77 dated 7th October, 1977 and Ministry of Irriga- 
L on's Resolution No. FC-47(2)y77 dated 19th/30th Septem¬ 
ber, 1980 is hereby reconstituted as follows : 

2. The Commission will consist of the following whole-time 
officers : 

(1) Chairman 

(ii) Member (Planning) 

(iii) Member (Coordination) 

3. The Chief Engineers, incharge of the flood control m 
the States of Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal and the 
Engineer-in-Chief of Madhya Pradesh will be part-time Mem¬ 
bers of this Commission. In addition, the following officers 
of the Government of India will also be Part-time Members 
of this Commission :— 

(i) Member (River Management), Central Water Com¬ 
mission; 

(ii) Director, 

Central Water and Power Research Station, 

Rune; 

(iii) Chief Engineer, 

Hydrological Observations and Flood Forecasting 
Organisation (North), Central Water Commission; 

(iv) Chief Engineer (Planning), 

Roads Wmg, Department of Surface Transport, 
Ministry of Transport; and 

(v) Director, 

Civil Engineering, Railways, 

Ministry of Transport. 

4. The Chief Engineers in-charge of flood control in the 
States of Haryana, Rajasthan and Himachal Pradesh and 
Union Territory of Delhi will be permanent invitees of the 
Commission. 

5. The Commission will be entrusted with the following 
functions : 

(i) to prepare a comprehensive plan of flood control 
for the Ganga basin. The field investigations and 
collection of data for the purpose will be carried 
out by the State Governments as directed by the 
Ganga Flood Control Board; 


(ii) tp draw out a phased and coordinated programme 
of implementation of works included in the basin- 
wise plans; 

(iii) to advise the concerned States to follow certain 
guidelines in respect of quality control, material 
specifications and maintenance in order to ensure the 
implementation of works and the maintenance there¬ 
of to proper standards; 

(iv) to prepare the annual programme for works and 
allocation of coat wherever required for consideia- 
tion of the Board; 

(v) to evaluate the performance of major flood control 
measures executed by the States including all the 
intcr-Statc flood control schemes; 

(vi) to make an assessment of the existing vent ways 
under the road and rail bridges and to determine 
additional waterways to be provided for reducing 
the drainage congestion to reasonable limits; 

(vii) to monitor the execution of the important flood con¬ 
trol schemes particularly those receiving Central 
assistance or being executed under the Central 
Sector; 

fviii) to examine all major and medium flood control, 
drainage, anti-waterlogging and anti-erosion schemes 
of Ganga basin States except for schemes of the 
States of Haryana, Uttar Pradesh and Delhi on the 
river Yamuna in the reach from Tajewala to Okhla 
Barrage; 

(ix) documentation and dissemination of findings emerg¬ 
ing out of all special studies or investigations con¬ 
ducted in participation with Scientific Organisations 
for appropriate use by basin States. 

6. The Commission will work within the broad framework 
of policy directions Issued by the Ganga Flood Control Board 
and will work in close liaison with the Central Water Com¬ 
mission and the Flood Control Organisations of Ganga Basin 
States, 

7. The Headquarters of the Commission will be at Patna. 

R. The Flood Control works will normally be implcmenteo 
by the State Governments concerned. If, however, it becomes 
necessary, the Commission may arrange the execution of 
specific works after mutual consent between the State/States 
concerned and the Ministry of Water Resources, Government 
of India.
